Claims 1-7, drawn to a method of calibrating a multichannel optoelectronic 



assembly, classified in class 372, subclass 34. 

II. Claims 8-12, drawn to a method of operating a mulichannel optoelectronic 
assembly, classified in class 372, subclass 34. 
The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in this 
relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not require 
the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant 
case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed because accessing from memory within the optoelectronic assembly a control value 
associated with a calibrated operating temperature does not need to durably storing a first value 
and second value corresponding to the adjusted temperature control. The subcombination of 
group I has separate utility such as calibrating a temperature rather than a general of operating in 
group II. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required 
for Group I is not required for Group I, n, and they have acquired a separate status in the art 
because of their recognized divergent subject matter restriction for examination purposes as 
indicated is proper. 
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During a telephone conversation with R Burns Israelsen on 1 1/14/2005, provisional 
election was made without traverse to prosecute the invention of Group I, claims 1-7. 
Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this Office action. Claims

The following is an examiner's statement of reason for allowance: 
Claims 1-6 are allowed since the prior made of record and considered pertinent to the 
applicant's disclosure does not teach or suggest the claimed limitations. Kish, JR. et al. (U.S. 
Pub. 2005/0018720) or Gupta et al. (U.S. Pub. No. 2004/0036888), taken individually or in 
combination, do not teach the claimed invention as a method of calibrating a multichannel 
Optoelectronic assembly, comprising, along with all the other claimed feature, adjusting the 
temperature until a difference between an output wavelength of the optoelectronic assembly and 
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the first target wavelength and second target wavelength is less than a predefined value, and 
durably string a first value and second value corresponding to the adjusted temperature control as 
a first control value and second control value associated with the first target wavelength and 
second target wavelength.
